Hie father being a naval officer. he 
joined the Britannia at the age of 14, 
in 1868. But “a life on the ocean 
wave" was not meant for him—of 
which fact the best proof is that 21 
years later he was gazetted colonel of 
his regiment. In Jan., 1899, he had 
risen to the command of the Cavalry 
Brigade at Aldershot, which post he 
relinquished in order to take command 
of the Cavalry Division of the South 
African Field Force, with the iocal 
rank of lieutenant-general. These aro 
the outlines of his progress in brief. 
The rest is popular knowledge of the 
hour. 
TURNING THE TIDE. 

There are not wanting admirers who 
say that he won the war for us when 
he relteved Kimberley. However that 
may be, at a time when Kimberley,
